But our purpose for visiting Noyon is 
directly related to John Calvin, who just 
celebrated his 500th birthday. For Day 8 
of our Faith and Freedom ‘Tour, a 
Sabbath Day, we hope to worship the 
Lord in the town of Calvin’s birth. 


We will visit the John Calvin Museum 
and see artifacts from Calvin’s life, as 
well as original manuscripts and early- 
edition Bibles owned by Calvin. 


That night we return to Paris for an 
unforgettable sunset tour of the 
beautiful Seine River through Paris by 
boat. 


hen you rise you will be in Paris, 

but thanks to the great channel- 
crossing super-train, London is just two- 
and-a-half hours away. 


When we arrive in London, our mission 
will be to first visit the great 
Metropolitan ‘Tabernacle of Charles 
Spurgeon, followed by a visit to the final 
resting place of many of the most- 
beloved Reformation heroes of the Faith 
at Bunhill Graveyard, including John 
Bunyan, John Gill, and John Owen.

his morning, we will journey from 

London to the North on a special 
adventure in search of some of the 
greatest, yet often unsung, heroes of 
Christian history. Our journey will take 
us to gorgeous locations like Tattershall 
Castle and Grimsthorpe Castle, where 
famous Reformers stayed and America’s 
founding father Captain John Smith 
received his military training. We may 
have an opportunity to experience some 
hawking and knightly combat. 


Next we visit Boston, Ely and Scrooby— 
the true “Land of the Pilgrims.” In Ely 
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we see the cathedral and Stained Glass 
Museum. Oliver Cromwell lived one 
block from the museum during the Civil 
War in the 1600s when the Puritans 
destroyed much of what had been 
Roman Catholic.

D ay 11 brings us to the walled city 
of York, arguably the greatest 


medieval fortress city remaining in 
Europe. For centuries York was the 
grandest fortification city for Romans, 
Vikings, and 
Normans. In York 
we will study nearly 
2,000 years of 
history beginning 
with the Roman 
conquest and 
crowning of the 
controversial 
Emperor 
Constantine, who 
claimed to have

We will continue our study of 
civilization, warfare, architecture, and 
economy as we walk the Roman walls 
and visit the “Shambles.”

‘There we 
will stand on the ruins of St. Andrews 
Cathedral which dates back to 1160

‘The Land of Bravehearts & Covenanters 
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Andrews Castle. We will visit the 
principal location for many of Scotland’s 
battles and peace treaties, even as we 
study the lives of reformers, martyrs and 
theologians, including Samuel Rutherford 
and George Wishart, the latter who was 
burned at the stake. We will note the 
marker identifying the place where 
Wishart was martyred as well as the spot 
where Patrick Hamilton gave his life for 
Christ. 


Next, we will spend the afternoon 
exploring Scottish castles and mysterious 
monoliths left by druids, where we will 
have an opportunity to experience 
ancient Scotland at its best.

aN Worship Service to ‘Tell Your 
Great-Grandchildren About 


n the same year the Geneva Bible was 
I published, John Knox—having just 
returned to Scotland from his season with 

John Calvin in Geneva—led a committee in 
drafting The Scottish Confession of Faith of 
1560. About a half a dozen learned men of 
God, each with the first name of John, met 
in Magdalen Chapel in Edinburgh (pictured 
right), for the historic act. ‘This document 
would strongly influence the Westminster 
Confession of Faith and later the London 
Baptist Confession. 


Thirty years ago, a young Joe Morecraft 
and his bride visited this chapel. ‘Today he 
will return to Magdalen to bring the Word 
of God on the Christian Sabbath at one of 
the most noble locations of our great 
providential history.
